It is the intention of the present admin-
istratlon to take steps to afford the East
End some relief from periodical and dam-
aging overflows of Pogue's run. The cost
will be ever £00,000, perhaps as much as
$700,.000, if plans now being consldered are
carried out. On this point information is
indefinite, city officials being unwilling to
make even a rough estimate, but one of
them sald yesterday it would cost $00,000
or £350,0m,

City Engineer Jeup has beenr at work
some time getting ready for the undertak-
ing. It is said there is a general demand
that the run shall be straightened. If this
is done much valuable Jand will be re-
claimed which is now practically worthless.
It will also cost less to bulld a s'raight
sewer than to follow the meanderings of
the stream. Mre. Jeup favors the adoption
of a sewer system In preference to an
open water way., He says Rudolph Herring,
the expert engineer who was employed to
devise a sewer system for the city a few
vears ago, estimated a circular sewer
would have to have an outlet of sixteen to
twenty feet in diameter, according to the
grade established. Mr. Jeup says a circular
sewer would be impracticable because of
the heighth it would have to be bullt. On
the basis of Herring's calcuations, Mr.

COUNCIL CANNOT ACT.

Must Have Controllier Johnson's Con=-
sxent to Issune Park Bonds,
James H. Costello, president of the Coun-
cil, has raised the point that no action can
be taken by that body on the request of
the Park Commissioners for permission to
issue $500,000 of bonds until it has been in-
dersed by Controller Johnson. Mr. John-
son admits this to be true. He s=aid a
scheme to borrow money and {ssue bonds
for park purposes would have to meet his

sanction before the Council could act.

No member of the Board of Park Com-
missiorers could be fornd at the office yes-
terday afternoon. J. C. Power, park engi-
necr, said he had never heard the question
raised before, and did not know whether
the commissioners had consulted with the
city attorney about it. City Attorney Cur-
tis said the subject had never been pre-
sented to him officially and he could not
say ofi-hand whether the contention was
well tuken. Section 12 of the park law
says the park board shall have exclusive
sguthority, “‘subject to the laws of the State
and the powers of the Common Council re-
lating thereto’ to expend all sums of mon-
ey “appropriated by the City Council from
the general revenues of the city for the
same purpose.” The latter part of the sec-

Council. Upon this theory he thinks the
proper course would have been for the
commissioners to address their communica-
tion to the Mayor or controller instead of
the Mayor and Council, as was done. He
believes the Council cannot properly act on
l‘lu- subject until It is properly presented,
So far the subject has not received consid-
eration from the finance committee, and it
Is possible the communication will be re-
ferred back to the park commissioners at
the meeting of the Council to-morrow
night, unless such action is anticipated by
the commi=ioners inducing Mr. Johnson to
recommend the appropriation meantime.

Controller Johnson is known to be ad-
verse to the scheme of borrowing $5600,000)
for park purposes at present, not so much
becausge he thinks that too much money
to spend, but because he believes expendi-
tures will not end there, and that the city
wiil .ruul parks a very expensive thing in
the future. After they are completed and
paid for he thinks it will take a very large
sum annually to maintain them. Some
members of the administration say it will
cost at least 10,000 a year 1o Keep up the
parks. Mr. Johnson would prefer to see
the city’'s debt-contracting power absorbed
in other directions—an new city building,
f(.l_i_‘ one thing—if it is absorbed at all

Scme of the councilmen are perfectly
willing to allow Mr. Johnson to shoulder
the first responsibility on the question.
Others, however, would not hesitate to use
the pruning shears themselves, especially
Megsrs, Dewar, Kirkhoft, Cooper, Mont-
gomery and Rauch., Yesterday Mr. Dewar
said that he did not know a counciiman
who would be willing to vote for a 500,000
bond issue, unless it might be Mr. Wolcott,
chalrman of the finance committee, who
is quoted as saying: “I am heartily in
favor of an issue of 00,000 worth of city
bonds as a basis for constructing the sys-
tem.””

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TESTING CITY WATER.

The Water Company Cannot Use Un-
fAltered River Water.

City Sanitarian Clark, at the direction of
the Board of Health, is making elaborate
tests of city water, including quantitative
tests for nitrites, chlorides, free and albu-
minold ammonia. teeal solids, hardness, re-
action, ete. Bacteriologicgl tests show no
fecal bacteria. Dr. Clark says that so far
as the tests have proceeded, they show city
water to be good. Upon the result of the
complete tests now being made will depend
whether the Indiznapolls Water Company
receives an official statement of the purity
of its water, BSatisfactory tests recently
m:ade were not extensive, but were made
for nitrites, fecal bacteria and chlorides.
The sanitarian says that the water com-
pany ought not to be aliowed to use water
from the river, even in cases of emergency,
without it comes through an adequate fil-
ter, or from a tank stored with water from
the deep wells. The Board of Health wil)
object to having the water contaminated
for even a day or two.. It is said that when
river water is forced into the mains a good
deal of deleterious matter lodges in the dead
branches which cannot be siuiced out after-
ward for a long time.

The Health epartment expresses satis-
faction with the success of the new train-
ing school for nurses at the City Hospital.

It is sald applicants from other states are

anxious to enter the school. Dr, Clark said
yesterday two applicants from Milwaukee
have been recelved. There is some talk of
establishing a post graduate school for
nurses of the old scheool, who have asked
that this be done, The Board of Health is
considering this project.

r. Clark has bad some comparative fig-

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BICY (fl-!!' LICENSES DUE.

City Derived $9,540.40 Revenue from
This Service Last Year.

Blcycle license fees for 1887 are now due,
Yesterday forty-six were issued. A total
of 11,635 licenses, affording the city a rev-
enue of $9,540.40," were issued in 1806, City
Controller Johnson has laid in a supply of
13,000 metal bicyzle tags for this Yyear.
Milk, vehicle and huckster licenses are
also now due for 187. A great many
hucksters renewed yesterday. Dog licenses
have been due since last June.

During the year the following licenses
were issued: Dog, from June 1 to Jan. 1,
4.523; milk., 95, for the entire year. The
revenue from these two sources was $5,438.
The total revenue from vehicle licenses
was R4.587.05, divided as follows: 11,825 bi-
C'clw_l._ $90.540.40; 2,614 one-horse buggles,

512.05; 281 one-horgse wagons, $5121.80;
1.501 two-horse light vehicles, $£7,246.25; 23
ice, beer and other heavy wagons, $1,541.80,
and 149 miscellaneous, $925.75.

Bicyele licenses are issued on a sliding
scale of rates, This accounts for the fact
that only $.540.40 was derived last year,
while 11,625 licenses were issued. However,
every man who owned a wheel Jan. 1 will
have to pay $1 this year. The fact that
policemen arrest bicycliste and hucksters
who have no licenses has a tendency to
insure promptness in the payment of these
fees. To enable patrolmen to see at a
glance whether the bhicycles have 1837 tags
the shape has been changed.

A SISTER IN THE CHURCH

SUES FOR LIBEL THE MEMBERS WHO
MADE CHARGES AGAINST HER.

+

Lohlun Smock’s Troubles in the Gar-
den Baptist Chureh Rehearsed in a
Complaint Filed Yesterday.

*

Louisa Smock, of the Garden Baptist
Church, has been libeled, so she says, and
now seeks to reeover 10,000 from Charles
l.. Berry, Edwin C. Thomas, Harry A.
Thomas, Justin O, Fess, William 1. David
and John A. Burnett, all members in an
official capacity of the same church. The

trouble had its origin prior to last spring,
when the defendants in this case made {or-
mal charges against Sister Smock in form
as follows:

“It is hereby charged against Sister
Smock that she has been, and s, a dis-
turber of the peace, unity and fellowship of
the church, and by her manner of life has
greatly injured and impaired the influence
of the church—

“First—By talking, back-biting and false-
hood.

“Second—By secking to cause strife and
dissensions among 'he members of the
church.

“*Third—By posing the ministra-
tions and teachings of the pastor of the
church and ze¢cking to mjure his influence
with the members of the churen.

“Fourth--By manifesting an envious and
vindictive spirit towards the offizers of the
church and speaking to and of them In
an unchristian, undignified and disrespect-
ful manner.”

The fifth and last paragraph of the in-
dictment is the one that hurts. 1t is quite
long. According to it Sister Smock evolved
in her mind a great scheme, 8She had

been censured onee for her unchristian con- }

duct, and she wanted the record of that
censure effaced. Accordingly. she arose in
public meeting, and, with tears, told of her
sincere sorrow on account of her former
conduet, and then and there repented in
trite Methodist style, although in a Bap-
tist chureh. The backslider was forgiven,
the record of the former consure was erased
and there was nothing left 1o show against
the fair name of Slster Smock. But, ac-
cording te the indictment of the deacons
and elders of the ehurch, this was the mo-
ment of the triumph of Sister 8mock. There
was no longer a record showing that she
had been censured and there was nothing
on the debit side of her account in the
church ledger. She thereupon withdrew hep
repentance, it Is elaimed, and **did retract
such yrofession of sorrow.”

Thig is the =second time Sister Smock has
sued these defendants for $10,00). She filed
a similar complaint last summer, and last
Monday Judge MeMaster sustained the de-
murrer of the defendants. Now the case
is refiled with a new complaint,

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE COLLECTION. |

Postmaster Sahim Has Received No Or-
ders as to This New Scheme,
Postmaster Sahm has not received
official information concerning the housc-
to-house collection of mail and sale of
postage stamps which has been adopted by
the Postoffice Department for the Ilarge
cities, including Indianapeolis. Mr. Sahm
did not care to express an opinion of the
advisability of the new scheme, but said
he was ready to put pto effect any rule
or scheme ordered by the department.
There Is already a dearth of letter carriers
in the Indianapolis office, and a strenuous
effort has been making for ycars to get an
increase in the number in keeping with the
increase in the size of the eity.

It is argued by the ex-postmaster of St
Louis, who is the originator of the idea of
house-to-house collection and sale of
stamps, that no extra time is required of
the carrier. By the new system each house
would have a small box fastened by the
gide of the front door. One compartment
of the box would be used to receive mail
dropped by the carrier. The cother would
be used in the sale of stamps and for the
deposit of mail to be taken up by the car-
rier. When there was malil in the second-
named compartment, or when there was an
order for stamps, a signal would be dis-
playved, so that the earrier would know that
he had to stop there. Otherwise he would
pass by unless he had mail for the house.
In the latter case time would be saved by
simply having to drop the mail in the box
and pot having to wait for tardy servants,
Againgt the plan it is argued that a car-
rier would have to pass by every house in
his district to sec who had mail
collected, whethe. : had mail for all see-
tions of his district or not. At present a
carrier is enabled to take a darge district
in the outlying portions of the city, for the
reason that theie are often wihole streets
and blocks where he has no mail to deliver.
